FRENCH EXPLORATION 
AT ELEPHANTINE. 


At a recent Séance of the French Academy, 
Monsieur Clermont Gannean gave a complete 
account of his last winters Archaeological Ex- 
pedition to Upper Egypt, which he condacted 


-of behalf of the Ministry of Public Inscruction, 


and which was restricted, by arrangement, to 
excavations at Elephantine. 

M. Ganneau was assisted by M Cledat, a 
former pupil who has been exploring in Egypt 


chiefly among Coptic antiquities for several. 


years. The report of work achieved gave first 
importance to two large statues in diorite co- 
vered with inseriptions of the era of Thotmes 
II |. whieh are of exceptional interest, beth for 
the history of Egyptian art and for the reli- 
gious texts graven upon them. 

Near to where these objects were found 
a small sanctuary was discovered decorated 
with miniatere obelisks, and erected upon 
ground which contained a cemetery of mum- 
mified rams the majority of these interred 
in granite coffins, The mm mummies are 
ornamented with highly decorated cartonage 
cases covered with mythological scenes and 
thelogical texts and in some cases gilded. 

The presence of this animal necropolis is 
certainly owing to Khnoum, the ram headed 
deity, being the supreme God of Elephan- 
tine, and so the ram was specially snered 
animal at that city. 

M. Clermont Gannean further mentioned 
his finding a very considerable number of 
Ostraca, or inscribed potherda, many of them 
containing hieroglyphic memoranda buat the 
majority, as vsual, bearing hieratic, demotic 
Greek, and Coptic writing. 

The chief object of M. Ganneau’s visit to 
Elephantine was to obtain further Aramaic 
papyri relating to the Jewish colony there, in 
the time of Persian Dominion, similar to the 
Mond Papyr edited last year by Messrs, 
Cowley and Sayce. In this quest M. Ganneau 
was unsucessful, but he found more than one 
hundred Ostraea with Aramaic texts upon 
them giving feeeipts and notes.of various 
kinds, and having for their authors the Jewish 
families whose mere prolix documents dre 
represented by the papyri found two years ago, 

M. Clermont Ganneau was somewhat reti- 
cent as to the contents of these ostraca in his 
apeech before the Academie Frangais, reserving 
a description of them to a special occasion be- 
cause they. represent the result of the object of 
his journey to Egypt, the hoped for dis- 
covery of further Aramaic papyri not having 
occured. 

The presence of a Hebrew community at 
Elephantine had been proved by the finding 
of the papyri bot it was ancertain precisely 
which quarter of the ancient town they resided 
and to, ascertain this question was most im- 
portant with the object of making special 
excavations there in hope of finding remains 
of the sanctoary of Jehovah mentioned in 
the papyri, Thanks to the Ostraca having all 


turned up in a comparatively confined portion 


of the site of the city the probable situation 
of the Jewish place of worship is now known.

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BUILDING BYE LAWS. 


— 


(By Ro Writtams P.RIBA.) 
Vv. 
There is one important point with regard 
to cost of street improvements 
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to pay an extra duty for the 
which to disperse the clouds 
their fragrant weeds.

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should mention that in some of the German 
cities some considerable foresight is now exer- 
cised on scheduling lands for the extension of 
their borders. 

A notable exception to the usual haphazard 
fashion of planning a town, or rather of not 
planning, is the case of Khartoum where the 
Sudan authorities have wisely planned the 
whole town with a generous breadth of street 
before hand. 

2. THE NAMING OF STRERTS. 

Next to the street itself, its name is of the 
greatest consequence, if ease of communication 
and of business is to be thought of at all. Here 
in Alexandria there are comparatively few who 
know the name of the street in which they 
live. | was once asked, with evident sarprise, 
how I came to know the name ot the street in 
which | lived. The kind friends with whom 
I stayed had been in the house for ten years 
and had never known the name of the street. 

A very common address of the artizans is 
simply “Bab Sidra” a largé district of many 
narrow streets and courts. Ifyou ask for the 
name of the street in. which they live they 
may tell you that the mosque, so and so, is a 
atreét or two away from their street bot aa to 
the name of their own street or the number of 
the honse in which they live, they know 
them not. 

This is partly due to the fact that small 
streets are not named, or when named the 
names are not placed in distinct positions. 
There is nothing more troublesome to the 
basiness man who wishes to call on a person 
who has left his card than to find on reading 
it the legend—“Mr. Somebody, Alexandria.” 
Let us therefore have our streets distinctly 
named and our houses carefully numbered and 
the names and numbers placed somewhere 
within sight. 

8.OPEN SPACES. 

Some good people imagine that because a 
street is more shady and because the heat is 
great, open spaces are not so mach needed in 
Kastern cities as they are in those situated in 
the more northern and western parts of the 
world. 

'Phe emanations from the human body are 
the same everywhere and therefore wide open 
spaces here and there, as parka, squares and 
the smaller areas contiguous to the houses for 
light, air and ventilation, are are as conducive 
to health here aa they would be in Glasgow or 
Whitechapel. So let us have plenty of open 
spaces with municipal trees, flowers and spark- 
ling fountains would cool the air at stated 
times, while dusty Alexandrians are resting 
and listening to the sweet strains of the music 
which the Municipality would do well to 
provide and which would enable the people to 
enjoy the evening hours, and be at the same 
time an encouragement to masical talent. 


4. CONSTRUCTION. 


Mention has been made already of the need 
of a general code of regulations concerning the 
construction of buildings. 

It would be outside the province of these 
articles to enter fully into the details of com 
struction. The qcestion of mortar and of bond 
in masonry has already been touched upon. 
It might be stated here, however, that | 
have recently exathined some work, the failure 
of which was entirely due to bad workmanship, 
unsuitable material and very poor mortar.

ew interest at the present moment and are 

from being generally realized by the Eu- 
ropean public. In 1905 German trade with 
Moroceo remained stationary at 13,000,000. 
(£520,000), British ‘trade fell back to 
87,400,0001. (£1,496,000), and French trade, 
outstripping that of all other countries, reach. 
ed 43,400,000f. (£1,736,000), and was 40 
per cent. of the whole Moorish trade, There 
were, of course, several accidental causes to 
which this state of things was due. In conse 
quence of the previous year's droughts Ger- 
many and England, who take over the larger 
portion of Moorish exports found their share 
of the trade necessarily diminished, whereas 
France, whose trade with Morocco is mostly gn 
imports into the country, was not affected, 
Moreover, money being searce, the Moors 
devoted all their resources to the purchase of 
foodstuffs, sugar, flour, &c., which they obtain 
from France, those purchases being substituted 
for the cottons of which they normally bay 
large qvantities from England. 

But there are permanent causes of the 
suggestive shifting of the trade statistics, 
and M. Raffalovich’s remarks in this con- 
nexion are very much to the point. These 
causes are the considerable increase of the 
French colony in Morocco and the growth 
of regular relations between Morocco and 
France. There are at present nearly 1,000 
Frenchmen at Tangier and increasing groups 
in the other porte—facts which belie the 
widespread idea that Frenchmen do not care 
to settle abroad. There are a nomber of 
large representative and honourable French 
houses, and the yrowing number of eolonists 
is creating an important movement of trade. 
Many of the colonists are from Algeria, 
and, knowing the language and customs of 
the Arabs, often succeed .where others fail. 
The 11 French steamship-companies trad- 
ing between French and North African 
ports, established soley by, private enterprise, 
are also dommg much to augment the im- 
portance of French trade with Morocco. 
There is thus a steady increase of Moorish 
trade with France and Algeria.
